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CAMPAIGN AGAINST CANCER 
IS URGED 


, Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 7.—[Special.}— 
“ The time to extinguish a fire is when tt 
fe a small flame. The time to eradicate 


cancer is at its inception, when it is no 


bigger than a pea.” 

With this striking comparison, Dr. J. B. 
Murphy of Chicago united with colleagues 
from Philadelphia and Baltimore tonight 
before a massmeeting of 1,000 persons in 
pleading for a public war against cancer, 
which, he declared, threatens the bank- 
ruptey of the human race. He portrayed 
with lantern slides the terrible nature of 
the disease. He told in language plain to 
the laity the manner in which it spreads 
through the system. 

“No specific nigdicine or cure for can- 
cer is known,” he said. It is more dif- 
eult to kill the cancer cell than the nor- 
mal living cell about it. Cancer is pri- 
marily a microscopic local disease, and as 
such is easily exterminated by mechani- 
cal means or chemical destructive agents, 
the knife of cautery. If cancer comes, 
act quickly. Delay means death.” 

He said that the cancer germ most often 
enters through a tiny injury. Such in- 
juries as rubbing a lip with a pipe com- 
monly afford the germ its opportunity to 
enter the system, he said.

Indeed, the proportion of Swedes fa- 
voring the Teuton cause is probably 
even larger than 90 per cent. For so 
pro-German ig the atmosphere at Stock - 
holm that American diplomats and con- 
sular officials and tourists, on their ar- 
rival there. are warned by the members 
of the United States legation that to 
speak English in any public resort or 
public conveyance is to invite insult. 

In fact, the relations between Germany 
and Sweden, and especially between the 
reigning houses of Prussia, of Baden, and 
of Sweden, are so close and so intimate 
that the intervention of Sweden in the 
war on the side of the two kalsers and of 
the sultan may be looked for at au mo- 
ment.

Great strength was displayed in wheat 
at the outset yesterday, but before the 
trading had progressed far there was a 
reversal of speculative sentiment, which 
gave the market a considerable back - 
pet, Last prices were ae lower.

The backset in prices was largely due 
kr m advices from both the northwest and 
south west to the effect that country offer- 
ings had materially increased. Winter 
temperatures prevailed im the northwest 
and snow fell heavily at Duluth. 


With a billion bushels of wheat, the 
largest crop ever produced in any year 
by any nation, and three billion bushels 
of corn, the most valuable if not the 
largest crop on record, the American 
farmer will have at the close of the 1915; 
harvest the largest bank roll he ever pos- 


The government's crop report, issued 
yesterday, does not stop with prediction 
of these records. It estimates record 
harvests as well for oats, barley, rye, rice, 
hay, tobacco, and sweet potatoes. 

Corn continues king. 
estimates a crop of 3,026,158,000 bushels, 
and although this is 98,000, 000 bushels 
under the record crop of 1912, it is not 
imposible that changes during the har- 
vest season will make up the deficiency.

There was a persistent but not overly 
large investment call for the new crop

Primary receipts were 657,000 
bu, compared with 838,000 bu last week 
and 368,000 bu a year ago. Argentine 
shipments this week are estimated at 
around 6,000,000 bu, which is considered 
a large aggregate.

Oats Spreaders Cover. 

Oats were comparatively dull and the 
trade uninteresting, but some of the 
spreaders covered short contracts and 
unloaded long corn.

Wheat prospects grew better from 
month to month during the year, going 
up with a bound to the October estimate 
of 1,002,029,000 bushels. This is 111,017.- 
000 bushels better than the remarkable 
crop of 1914. The quality of the winter 
wheat suffered sharply from the bad 
weather of harvest time and much of this 
crop will have to be used for feed rathe: 
than milling. At the same time, the 
prices prevailing on Oct. 1—since which 
time there has been an advance in market 

_ price—would give to the farmers $910,- 
This is the largest amount ever 
paid for wheat. 


Tobacco and Oats Also High. 
The weather which hurt the wheat 
quality and caused the decrease of W per 
cent in potato production also cut the pro- 
duciion' of tobacco by 21,106,000 pounds, 
but oven so this crop excecaa the oid rec- 
erd erop of 1000 by 43,000,000 pounds. 
The previous record crop in oats, estab- 
hshed in 1012, is passed by nearly 100.600, - 
The old bariey record is 
passed by 13,000,000 bushels. Sweet pota- 
toca made a new record by a margin of 
5,000,000 bushels. Rice adds 500.000 bush- 
dis to its old record, and hay establishes 
a new mark by 8,000,000 tons.
